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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the references fail to 
disclose or suggest any techiniques for maintaining the spring contant of a wheel while reducing the wheel's thickness and weight. Applicant 
further argues that the references are silent regarding the natural frequency of a tire with respect to the wheel. The Applicant is referred to 
the Response to Arguments section in the Final Office Action regarding these arguments. The Applicant argues that the rim of Manabe is 
divided into 7 sections and not 3 sections. Again, the Examiner responded to this argument in the Final Office Action. Namely, the Applicant 
has essentially reiterated the arguments from the previous response. Therefore, the Examiner is maintaining the response to those 
arguments from the Final Office Action. 
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
